:-Fhar on the 7th. of -/anuary 1695: Fames Mitchell, of the ſaid TI roop, being under Con- 
finemear, for refu.ing to Pay TO's. per Week, for 12: \Weeks that his Horſe was kept.in Capt. 
Egtons Stable ; was offcred;' he'1 
him ro ſpeak what he wasto affirm againſt the faid Capr. Eaton ar the' Court Martial } it. would 
be better for him : But he being Conſcious to himſelt, that he could not in Juſtice afſert any 
ſuch thing; .and accordingly refuſing fo to do, was immediately ſent ro the Martials, and 
Joaded with Irons made on purpoſe for him; and fo continued for the fpace of Eleven Days, 
in fo miſcrable a Condition that he could hardly walk in the ſaid Prifon, until ſuch time as 
che Honourable Robert Harley Eſq; ſpoke on his Behalf co the Secretary of Var: After which 
he was Diſcharged trom the faia Confinement, upon his being Diſgraced at the head of the 
Regiment, and obliged ro ask Forgiveneſs on his Knees Three ſeveral times, altho he knew 
not wherein he had Cffended. 

That in the Year 1693. Capt. Eaton defrauded Mr. T homas Bruſhfield of Fifry Pounds, who 
was to have made it Sixty Guineas, for being Clark to the Troop; bur the faid Captain nor 
performing his Agreement with him, did propoſe ( for-the Advance of fo much more Money 
as would make up the aforeſaid Sum Eighty Pounds ) to procure him a Commiſſion to be 
Lieutenant of Foot; which he never performed, but direded him ro hire Horſes to Muſter in 
his Troop, which he did accordingly, and once Muſtered on the ſaid Capt. Coach-Horfe. 

T hat in May 1695. One John Stear was hired by Capt. Eaton's Clerk, to Muſter in his 
Troop for Five Shillings; being rold by the ſaid Clerk it was for another Man : That he did 
attually Muſter ; And1n July 1695. he was Muſtered as abſent upon Furlow, alcho he was 


not in Truth abſent from his Family ( whcrc he was at firſt found ) nor knew anything of his 


. being ſo Muitered | . 
The ſaid Captain hath Muſtered one Jebn Palmer, knowingly by 2 wrong Name ; his firſt 


Maſter being in May 1694. bur he never carne into Quarters or performed Duty, or appeard_ 


With any Horſe of bis own, until he was inform'd againſt in Septembrr 1695,

Thar the faid Capt. hath kept William Zourding in hs Troop unmounted for 20 Months, 
viz. from May 94- and (to excuſe his Abſence at the Viuſters ) often Muſterd him as Sick whea 
he was not ſo , on the Account of Seung Three Fifths of his ray che whole time, 

T hat he hath turned our of the-T roop feveral good Soldiers thar'did grear Service both in 
Flanders and Ireland, who could get no, Account of theig Jriſh: Arreargfrony their fb hy 
but wee xedgced to great Want, and gone of taem had in all protiabiling periſhed, had nag 
the private Soldiexs made a Colleftion for hing : And morcover the aid Cape. under preccnee 
of Cuſtom, took away the Horfes of ſuch ay whom he fo diſcharged, and took in

Thatthe ſaid Cape. did, Rop Seven, Weeks whole Pay from one Themes Bello.of the ſaid 
Troop in Feb. g2. and afterwards did take the Horſe of the faid Tho. Bello, a Journy to the 
Bath tor 8 Weeks, and upon his Rerurn the ſaid Horſe was ſo much damaged, that he was 
not judged worth morethan Three Pounds, and yer-did make the faid The. Bells pay oug of 
his Subſiſtance, rhe Kays. of his Keeping for all the faid time. _ 

Thar the ſaid Capr. hath Muſter'd his Coachman and Groom as effeftual Soldiers, althothey 
never appear to do Service in the Troop; the ſaid Groom having been conſtantly Muſtered on, 
the ſaid Capr. Coach-horſe, and that the faid Caper. harh affirmed him to be an effef&ive Sol- 
dier; and faith, That in regard he js a careful Man, he kceps him to look afterthe Horſes:of 
ſuch Men asare negligenurhercin,alrtio the ſaid Capr. harh obliged ſeveral of his Troop to bring 

' their Horſes to his Scable, and makts them pay Fen a 0 and Six Pence per eek for 

their Keeping, that fo he may puniſh thofe ro whom he rakes a Diſlike: It being properly the 
Conpamel Bulincſs in all Regiments of Light Horſe, to ſee that the Soldiers do rake due Care of 
theix Horſes. | |
